The Shanghai correspondent af the Jrmes 
wrote the following article, which was printed 
in London on 22ntwil.:—The seeds of rebellion 
have gradually, but unmistakably, been, sprout: 
ing inthe Provinceso® Kwangtung and Kwang: 
si for the past five years, J-simay mention that 
the emigrant from the Middle Kingdom to the 
regions withont is almost invariably a Southern 
Chinese, hailing from either the Kwangtuny 
or Fubkien Provinces After a lapse of years 
the result of his isdustry is a good banking ac- 
count, and he geneaally eleets to visit his home 
and perhaps settle down there. Hisexperiences 
abroad tive taught him’ to appreci«te the 
blessings of good yovernnen’, sound laws, and 
the comforts of foreign methods. He arrives 
on his native soil, and is struck by the poverty 
of the masses, the excessive “squeezing ” of 
‘the officials, and the lack of innumerable litle 
things that help to make life more agreeable. 
The man at once becomes an ardent Reformer, 
but on the lines of “China for the Chinese,’ 
Being a man of means, his influence is felt 
in his vil'age, and it is not_long before he 
is the centre of a little clique which -is, | 
«+ like some of my countrymen from the Emerald 
Isle, “agin the Government.” Now this state 
of things has been steadily going on in South 
China for some years. Tie malcontents have 
been arming themselves with the most modera 
. Weapons, and ae well able touse them, In 
the spring of 1899 | witnessed a fight between 
the rebels and the tra ps of the Canton Viceroy 
not very far from the Cu toms Station of 
Kumehuck on the West Riwer—a fight in 
which the rebels, though in the minority, were 
easily victorious, Th: adjoining Province of 
Kwangsi, always the happy henting ground ot 
dacoits and pirates, has become the centre of 
~ the rebellions spirits, «ho have had practically 
a free hand since the Govemor, Wang Chib 
Chun, bas taken over the reins of office. Ever 
since his arrival at the capital, Kwei-lin, he has 
a proved weak all along the linc, so much so that. 
the rebels to-day practically hold the. province, 
‘and the Governor, in dread of his life, has 
+ removed to the city of Wuchowfs on the West 
River, a port reached by foreignsteamers, Not 
content to confine their operations to this 
territory alone the insurgents haye crosed over 
the borders of the adjacent Provinces of 
Kweichau and Honan, and unl'ss the move- 
ment be promptly checked there is high pro- 
ability that it may develop on similar lines to 
the Taiping Rebellion of sixty years ago.

THE “SU PAQ" SEDITION CASE, 


“While it is, customary to speak of the trial 


‘| that is now going on at the Mixed Court be: 


tween the Chinese Government and certain 
individual Chinese as the “Su Pao Case,” yet 
most of the men concerned seein not toh .ve 
been responsible forthe “Su Pao” at all.

No evidence, however, has been forthcoming 
that this man thus accused was really guilty 
in ‘the “Hankow. case. What we wish 
Specially ta note is that the Chinese 
authorities, through the Municipal Council, 
arrested him, along = with = others, as 
being concerned in late. publications of a 
mutinous character ; and it was not stated that 


was connected several years ago with the 
Nankow insurrection. The method of getting 
hold of the man, whom they have been long 
wanting to seize and behead, is hardly the 
method that commends itself to the methods 
that prevail within this Municipality.

to secure his arrest by means of the Municipal 
Council and the Consular Body, is nota 
method that commends. itself to us, 
, There is still somewhat the impression 
that though an arrangement has been made 
between the Consular Body and Taotai that 
these men should be tried and punished within 
the limits of the Municipality, yet the Chinese 
authorities will ullimately succeed in getting 
them into their own possession. The only pre- 
ventive is a close and constant oversight on 
thg part of the Authorities lest the men arrested 
Le ordered to be transferred to the care of the 
native police of the Native City and to the 
jurisdiction of the Chinese. 

Ifthe men who have been arrested confess 
to having written the parts that have been 
quoted in the charge of the complainant, it 
would seem as if punishment would be 
deserved. But it is well to bear in mind that 
these men would have been more on their 
guard if they had been outside the limits of 
the International Settlements, and bad not 
felt the security ‘of the protection of foreign 
rule If men who write and print ideas con- 
lrary to the Government are to be treated as 
guilty of mutiny -a'd worthy of decapitation, 
when the expression of opinion is made within 
the foreign settlements, then the Authorities 
here should make the fact known, so that there 
will be no misunderstanding on the part of the 
Chinese, Itis now supposed that within these 
Settlements there is full freedom of the press 
If, however, there is to be any limitation to this 
liberty, as exists in some of the European 
countries, then the nature of the limitation

Times we learn that the company, which has 
its head office in Shanghai and a branch office 
in Canton, has a capital of 1co,009,000 taels, 
which has been subscribed chiefly by a Belgian 
Syndicate and toa less-amount by Americans 
ind Chinese. The company’s surveyors con- 
sist, besides Mr. Ishii, of Messrs. S. Kishi, S. 
Yamamoto, H. Sugano, F. Oita, T. Oka, and J. 
ishizal a, all Japanese, and one British subject 
and. twenty Americans, The trunk - line 
sbetween Hankow and Canton) measures 800 
‘niles and the branch lines 200 miles in all, 
Che cost of the construction works is 100,000 
tales per mile, The work already completed is 
the Canton-Samshui section (10 miles), a 
branch line, and stations have already been 
built on this section. Two branch lines are 
also ta be laid in Honan and the surveys for 
that purpose have just’been finished. These 
lines will complete the working programme, 
for the first period, und the tiunk line is to be 
constructed in the second period. The work 
of construction will, it is. believed. progress 
smoathly except in Hunan Province where 
there is stil] much anti-foreign feeling.” On 
the whale the work has so far been eas‘er than 
in Japan. The tailway has a gauge of4 ft. 8

Conespondence regarding the design and 
size of the Straits Settlements dollar was taid 
on the table of the Straits Legislative Council 
on the ¢7th inst. Much of it relates to tele- 
grams announcing the decision of the Legista- 
tive Council and the’ general’ wrrangements 
necessary. with the Treasury and the Mint 
The official description of the new coin design 
is— : 
The said dollar shall have for the obverse 
impression Our Effigy consisting of head and 
bust, wearing the Imperial Crown and the 
Robe of State, with the Collar of the Garter 
and the Badge of the Bath, and looking to the 
Right, with the legend “Edward VII King‘and 
Emperor ;” and for-the reverse impression a 
scroll, the upper and Jower quarters of which 
shall contain the Chinese characters, for “‘ Onc 
Dollar” while the corresponding Malay charac- 
ters are contained in the quarters to the right 
and left. The words “Straits Settlements” 
shall be iascribed above, and the words "One 
Dollar” and the date below the scroll, 

The Governor recommended that it should 
be one-sixteenth smaller diameter than the 
British dollar, with the Royal Standard or 
King’s hend on obveise and tion rampant on 
reverse, with the words *' Straus dollar’ and 
date, all in high relief’ The Secretary of State 
wanted to know why the smaller coin was sug-.

Smaller diameter very desirable to easily dis- 
tinguish coin from British and Mexican dollars 
when counting as everyone will wish to keep 
them separate a'so if c.in slightly thicker will 
probably r ng'differen ly.

[will be practicable ‘te reduce the diameter 
of the New Strails Duar by one sixteenth. 
This will give a higher relief, an tsa far as can 
be don: without creating difficulty in striking 
the coin, as high a relief as possible will be 
given. The work of preparing the matrices will 
be proceeded with as rapidly as possible.
